HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

A New Style of Upholstering Goods.— 
Jules Joseph Imbs in a recent issue of a 
German paper says: "I have thought of pro- 
ducing a new and powerful decorative effect 
by contrasting in the same tissue the most 
brilliant and most dead materials which ex- 
ist. After trying by several methods to 
realize the idea, I found that the best and 
simplest consists in weaving a tissue partially 
or totally of metallic warp, and then to print 
or paint the designs upon it in absolutely 
non-transparent colors which are to be ab- 
solutely dead. By this means the effect will 
be that the portions of the tissue which are 
not covered with the color, are very brilliant, 
while those which are printed over are quite 
dead. It is essential, of course, that non- 
transparent colors be employed, and not such 
as are perlucent, else the desired effect would 
not be produced. Those non-transparent 
colors are produced by mixing opaque 
powders with oils or varnish. - 

Apropos of the craze for . antiquated 
pieces of furniture is the late experience of 
a gentleman in Lynn, Mass., who, while 
scouring the neighboring territory for "old 
settlers," came across a mahogany inlaid 
buffet which a farmer had placed at the dis- 
posal of the hens for a resting place. The 
collector bought it for a nominal sum, and 
after removing a generation's coating of dirt 
and giving it a thorough rejuvenatiou, sold 
the article for $150. 

New Brands of China Matting, accord- 
ing to the Philadelphia Carpet Trade, are 
"White Rose," "Red Rose," "Crystal" and 
" Elberon " in white and check ; their fancies 
are "Golden Eagle," "Turquois," "Topaz," 
"Brilliant" and "Kohinoor" (the latter be- 
ing jointless). 

Jute Velour is very handsome embroid- 
ered in gold tinsel on ecru ground in quaint 
design. Olive, capucine, dark red and bronze 
can be harmoniously blended, the various 
gradations of shading being made very fine. 

Genuine Tapestries, such as Gobelins, 
or Aubusson, or Beauvais, used in connection 
with deep-toned woods of choice varieties, 
such as Circassian walnut, San Domingo 
mahogany, or German walnut, are suitable 
for Renaissance furniture. 

Cream-Colored Canton Flannel, trimmed 
with a border of pale pink roses, cut from 
crape cretonne and sewed on in the form of 
a wreath, are very handsome as curtains. 

Swinging Couches are now very lux- 
urious. These are made sometimes of brass, 
sometimes of heavy wire, handsome curtains 
of satin or velvet being hung on silver rings, 
to be drawn aside when the occupant wishes 
to recline in them. 

Saddle Bags coverings are imported as 
made. They are two square pockets of rug 
fabric placed at the ends of the material 
which forms the background. 

A Handsome Fire Screen is made of 
ebonized wood with four oblong panels at 
the top. These are filled with silk, and on 
each is a female figure done in outline. 

A Piano Front and Fire-Place Curtain, 
wine-colored satin with appliques, of plush 
edged with gold braid, are handsome. These 
curtains run on a brass rod beneath the 
mantel, and when the fire is lighted are 
looped back with chains. 

A Two-Leaved Screen of mahogany has 
each leaf divided by bands of wood richly 
carved. Between the two upper bands is a 
handsome stripe of embroidery, the design 
in Fleur-de-lis or large yellow flags. The 
embroidery is in silk. 

Curtains are now looped back by chains 
having at the ends wooden balls of ash, 
walnut, ebony. 

A Sofa Cushion covered with wine- 
colored plush, one side of cover turned back, 
revealing a gorgeous bit of striped em- 
broidery in gold and silk. 

Barrels, covered with silk plush of some 
dark tint, the hoops being covered with gilt 
braid, have a very handsome effect as a 
table. 

Yellow Silk Tapestry is found effective 
with capucine and blue. 

Curtains of Tambour lace are still in 
favor, notwithstanding the popularity of 
Madras cloth. 

Aubusson Tapestries are used for fur- 
niture covering and panels. 

Fire Screens made of Indian robes of 
black silk net, heavily worked with beetles 
and gold traceries, with framework of carved 
ebonized wood, are unique.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

— * — 

Door Knobs. — A recent invention by a 
Bostonian enables the application of decora- 
tive art to that hitherto plain item of utility. 
The knob is made in the form of a hollow 
metal globe, composed of two detachable 
hemispheres, the outer one of which is cast 
with a shank. A brass ring locks the points 
together, and also serves to cover the edges 
of an ornamental cap" of zylonite or celluloid 
which is cemented to the metal sphere. The 
knob is held together by inserting the iron 
shank into another hollow one of brass, the 
vacuum being only large enough to admit 
of its insertion by a powerful mechanical 
pressure. This thoroughly fastens the parts 
together without the use of lead, which is 
indispensable in all other knobs. The zylo- 
nite or celluloid covering giving the article 
its decorative qualities, for almost any color 
can be reproduced to match the painting or 
furniture of a room. 

A Valuable Plastic Material has been 
introduced in Germany for ornamental and 
other purposes. Five parts of sifted whiting 
are mixed with a solution of one part of 
glue, and on those two being well worked 
up into a paste, a proportionate quantity of 
Venetian turpentine is added, in order to pre- 
vent brittleness; a small amount of linseed 
oil is also put with the mixture, to obviate 
its clinging to the hands, and the mass may 
be colored by kneading in any color that is 
desired. The substance thus formed may be 
pressed into shapes and used for the produc- 
tion of bas-reliefs and other figures, and may 
be likewise worked by hand into models — 
the hands to be rubbed with linseed oil, and 
the mass to be kept warm during the pro- 
cess. On becoming cold and dry, which takes 
place in a few hours, it is as hard as stone. — 
Pottery and Glassware Reporter. 

Alaska "Wood.— The Collector here has 
some beautiful boxes made of yellow cedar. 
This is a clear, grainless wood of a straw 
color, which has an odor somewhat like that 
of sandalwood and nearly as pungent. The 
Russians in former times built many ships of 
this cedar, which is said to make the finest 
of timber for that purpose. Very little is 
known of the interior of Alaska, but on the 
coast this yellow cedar is the only tree which 
possesses much value for timber. It grows 
somewhat scatteringly, and is pretty well 
cleared out about Sitka, where it readily 
brings ten cents per foot, sawed. In Peril 
*strait, however, it is still quite thick and 
large. — Sitka, Nov. 10th, Cor. San Francisco 
Bulletin. 

Decorating "Wood. — A company has 
lately been formed in Boston for decorating 
wood in imitation of hand carving. The 
effects produced are similar to the artificial 
or stamped wood ornaments now in use, but 
when the latter are made from the end of a 
plank and are limited in size, the new inven- 
tion can be worked lengthwise on the largest 
lumber. For interior finish and furniture 
ornamenting it will supply a cheap substi- 
tute for carving, its adaptation to almost any 
sized space being an important improvement 
in wood embossing. The company is regu- 
larly incorporated under the title of The 
New England Decorating Machine Co. 

Shade Boilers.— The proportions to which 
the business of Shade Rollers has attained may 
be appreciated by referring to our advertising 
pages. They have become so essential to the 
completeness of house furnishing that they 
may be reckoned among the absolute neces- 
sities. The manufacture of these articles has 
been under the control of men, who have so 
ably catered to the public disposition to have 
something to take the place of fhe old-fashioned 
window shades, that they have marked them- 
selves as progressive and enterprising thinkers. 
Seekers after comfort can find it exem- 
plified in the Morris chair, an article first 
made in England some years ago, and still 
popular despite the numerous competitors that 
have sprung up. The price also has been 
brought down within popular reach. 

Trophies, shields, and the like are now 
hung in halls and make a rich decoration.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Ancient Dishes. — The British Museum 
has just acquired an interesting collection of 
thirty-nine silver objects which gives an in- 
sight into the daily life of the Babylonians, and 
remind us of the discovery of the bird-dealer's 
shop at Pompeii. These objects, which were 
all found together on the site of Babylon, 
consist of fragments of silver dishes, the 
broken handle of a vase, and coins, most of 
the latter being defaced and clipped. It is 
easy to see that all have been broken pur- 
posely by a practised hand, with the view of 
using the metal again, and we may fairly 
conclude that the collection is the remains 
of a silversmith's or coiner's shop. Among 
the coins is a Lycian one in good preserva- 
tion. So far as can be judged from the 
vase handle and dishes, the art is distinctly 
Babylonian under Persian influence, and the 
workshop may date from the conquest of 
Alexander. 

A Set of Smoking-Koom Curtains is 
made in cigar brown satin sheeting, embroid- 
ered with the pale green leaves and flowers 
of the tobacco plant. An effective manner 
of working such a curtain design is to out- 
line all the forms, then work them in long 
over-stitch, the stitches confined only by the 
outline and veinings. The curtains are 
bound with amber-colored galoon, mounted 
with rings on a wooden bar, suggesting a 
" long-nine " cigar, and looped back with 
strings of large imitation amber beads. 

A Beautiful Screen, recently arrived in 
New York, is embroidered in Kensington and 
Queen Anne darning stitch. The framework 
is of carved mahogany and the material upon 
which the embroidery is worked is canvas, 
the surface of which is entirely covered with 
a design of fleur-de-lis in three colors. Being 
intended for u a four o'clock tea," it has 
a shelf below the embroidery under which 
hang, from brass rings, draperies of olive 
plush. — Cwpel Trade and Review. 

New Bonnets.— The latest novelty in 
bonnets is made of wash leather. It is to 
be hoped that the twiue trimming which 
was fashionable some time ago will be re- 
vived to adorn them with. There would 
not then be any really bad stock. The 
shapes could be used to clean windows 
with, and the unraveled trimming come in 
for tying up parcels. 

An Attachment for Window Curtains, 
to keep them from blowing out when the 
window is open, consists of two pieces of 
chain of suitable length attached to the lower 
edge of the curtains, near opposite sides, and 
two hooks on the window casing for the chains 
to be attached to. 

An Austrian "Watchmaker, Mr. K611- 
meiyis patenting in all civilized countries a 
new clock propulsion which is highly spoken 
of by experts. The clock has only one 
weight, and the quarters and hours striking 
work is continuously bound by the motion of 
the pendulum. 

Plush and Raw Silk are now exten- 
sively used for full under-curtains instead of 
lace or Madras muslin. Where these curtains 
are necessary it is advisable to hang them 
close to the sash. Tinsel-wrought Madras 
muslin, thin yellow silk and bolting cloth, 
painted and embroidered, are also used. 

Moorish Designs were never more used 
than at this time, especially in interior deco- 
rations. To further this style the windows 
are extended to the ceiling and the curtains 
often attached to pieces of board shaped 
in Moorish fashion. 

Jute Velours, embroidered and plain, 
promise to be fashionable this season. The 
styles and shades are varied and all of them 
effective and rich. 

Curtains in velours, with Oriental stripes 
ornamented in tinsel, are handsome and 
stylish. 

Soft Colorings in upholstery fabrics are 
fashionable, and blue— a dingy blue— is a 
favorite.
